Not  too  many  people  notice  those  three,  new,  glis¬ 
tening  spotlights,  high  up  on  the  auditorium  ceiling 
They  were  some  of  the  many  new  pieces  of  equipment 
needed  to  make  "I  Remember  Mama"  a  finished  product. 
No  one  in  the  play  will  ever  forget  the  attractive,  au¬ 
thentic  scenery,  or  the  hours  of  research  on  Norwegian 
design  which  preceded  its  creation.  Except  for  the  per¬ 
fect  timing  of  Mr.  Minchin's  stage  crew  in  responding 
to  lighting  cues.  Miss  Carrell's  costuming  work  and  Miss 
Fischer's  stage  designs,  the  play  would  not  have  been 
so  successful.  When  we  consider  that  "I  Remember 
Mama"  was  exceptionally  difficult  to  stage,  the  realistic 
effect  becomes  amazing,  and  we  really  appreciate  the 
miracle  of  cooperation  which  made  the  play  possible. 


ON  STAGE 

"Where's  Uncle  Elizabeth?" 

"Oh,  she's  backstage  lapping  up  a  saucer  of  milk." 

That  may  sound  strange,  but  if  you  will  hark  back 
to  the  evenings  of  December  2,  3,  and  4,  1948,  the 
mystery  is  cleared  in  a  flash  of  footlights  and  grease¬ 
paint.  Uncle  Elizabeth  was  the  lively  black  cat  that 
played  an  important  part  in  the  senior  class  play,  "I 
Remember  Mama".  No  one  will  ever  forget  the  excite¬ 
ment  and  tension  before  the  first  performance,  or  the 
mixed  feelings  of  sadness  and  joy  which  gripped  every¬ 
one  when  the  curtain  closed  for  the  last  time  on  Saturday 
night. 

For  two  long  months  the  cast,  with  the  able  assistance 
of  their  very  fine  director,  Mrs.  Williams,  had  prepared 
for  the  big  event.  Many  anxious  moments  were  spent  by 
the  seniors,  as  they  wondered  how  their  tireless  efforts 
would  be  received.  When  their  work  was  finally  com¬ 
pleted,  the  acclaim  which  greeted  the  class  of  1948  was 
far  beyond  anyone's  expectations.  Not  only  had  "I 
Remember  Mama"  been  by  far  the  greatest  financial 
success  in  the  school's  history,  but  it  had  also  been  unani¬ 
mously  adjudged  the  best  senior  play  ever  to  be  pre¬ 
sented. 

Who  can  ever  forget  the  moment  when  the  curtain 
opened,  revealing  Mama  (Marjorie  Fager)  and  Papa 
(John  O'Brien)  in  the  kitchen  of  their  San  Francisco 
home?  Or  the  sight  of  Katrin  (Nancy  Honegger),  Nels 
(John  LaCroix),  Christine  (Bette  MacDonald',  and  Dag- 
mar  (Betty  Pierson),  the  children  of  the  family,  clad  in 
the  garb  of  fifty  years  ago?  Or  the  boisterous  Uncle 
Chris  (Robert  Chiesa^,  as  he  waved  his  finger  under  the 
noses  of  the  three  aunts  (Jane  Springstead,  Doris  Lichter, 
Arleen  Lauchaire)?  Or  the  uproarious  antics  of  Mr. 
Hyde  (Eugene  Lambinus)  and  Mr.  Thorkelson  (Emil 
Weiss)? 

To  this  year's  class,  "I  Remember  Mama"  will  be  a 
memory  to  be  treasured  throughout  the  years. 


HOLD  THAT  LINE! 


Although  the  1948  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  Bengal  grid¬ 
iron  macnine  wasn't  cham¬ 
pion,  it  was  rated  a  power¬ 
house  among  the  North 
Jersey  schools  with  3  wins, 
4  ties,  and  only  2  defeats. 

Coach  Foley  did  his 
sterling  task  of  putting  to¬ 
gether  a  powerful,  well- 
drilled  team  on  the  field 
despite  the  return  of  only 
two  regulars  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  season. 

A  1 3-0  romp  over  Wee- 
quahic  inaugurated  our 
season.  Then  came  two 

_ successive  victories,  one 

over  Belleville,  20-0,  (high¬ 
lighted  by  Fred  Day's  sparkling  72  yard  touchdown  gallop  on  an  interception,)  and  a 
26—13  triumph  over  Paterson  East  Side.  A  highly  rated  and  much  bigger  Newark  Cen¬ 
tra!  team  held  the  Foleymen  to  a  hard  fought  0—0  stalemate.  However,  in  Roosevelt 
Stadium,  Jersey  City,  a  dark  horse  but  scrappy  Dickinson  eleven  upset  the  Tigers  to  the 
tune  of  7—0.  Three  successive  ties  followed.  Bloomfield  literally  ran  rough-shod  over  a 
supposedly  strong  Garfield  eleven,  stalling  many  times  within  the  10  yard  stripe.  When 
the  dust  of  battle  had  cleared,  the  Boilermakers  had  settled  for  a  0—0  tie.  Early  touch¬ 
downs  were  nullified  by  both  Irvington  and  Nutley  giving  both  teams  6—6  ties  with  the 
Bengals.

4000  frenzied,  jubilant  students  poured 
from  the  stands  onto  the  mammoth  Seton 
Hall  gymnasium  floor.  Six  grinning  ex¬ 
cited  boys  were  hoisted  to  the  shoulders 
of  their  schoolmates.  Far  up  in  the  bal¬ 
cony,  a  distraught  radio  announcer  tried 
vainly  to  drown  out  the  exulting  cheers 
with  earmuffs,  as  he  told  the  audience  the 
happy  news:  "Bloomfield  High  School  has 
just  won  the  1949  Essex  County  Basketball 
Championship!" 

1949  was  a  great  season  for  the  Ben- 
gals,  gained  after  many  lean  years  of 
basketball  competition.  Enjoying  their 
second  season  under  the  leadership  of 
Coach  George  Celia,  the  Bloomfield 
courtsters  played  a  consistent  game  all 
year,  and  lost  only  one  game  on  their 
home  floor.  An  early  season  highlight 
was  the  40-34  upset  of  Belleville,  the  de¬ 
fending  county  champions;  this  victory 
stamped  the  Bengals  as  dangerous  oppo¬ 
sition.  Later  in  the  year,  Captain  Ed 
Woods  led  his  mates  to  a  49-41  conquest 
of  a  tall  Central  aggregation,  for  the 
ninth  triumph  of  the  year.  Closing  the 
regular  season  in  strong  fashion,  Coach 
Celia's  charges  whipped  Glen  Ridge  and 
Kearny  to  finish  with  12  wins  against  six 
defeats,  despite  a  suicide  schedule. 

After  accepting  an  invitation  to  the 
Essex  County  Tournament,  the  Bloomfield- 
ers  breezed  past  Barringer  and  Bloom¬ 
field  Tech  in  preliminary  games  to  reach 
the  semifinals.  Here  they  were  pitted 
against  a  powerful  team  from  Our  Lady 
of  the  Valley  High  School  in  Orange, 
which  had  just  upset  West  Orange,  the 
tourney  favorite.  However,  they  rolled 
over  Valley,  45-36,  and  then  staged  an¬ 
other  stunning  upset  to  blast  Seton  Hall  in 
the  final  by  a  score  of  48-43.  We  shall 
never  forget  the  efforts  of  this  great  team, 
and  of  the  personable  Bloomfield  basket¬ 
ball  mentor,  George  Celia.  They  pro¬ 
vided  us  with  one  of  the  great  thrills  of 
our  high  school  careers.
